Philomena  Moynihan  is  counting  her  bless- 
ings. At  66  years  old,  she  has  four  grown 
children,  1 1 grandchildren  and  a husband  of 
46  years.  But  the  past  five  years  have  been  filled 
w'ith  a series  of  medical  crises  that  have  threat- 
ened her  life,  alarmed  her  family  and  challenged 
her  doctors.  In  1996,  Mrs.  Moynihan  was  diag- 
nosed with  three  aneurysms  that  signaled  the  first 
of  many  surgeries  she  would  need  to  repair  dam- 
age to  her  major  arteries. 

A resident  of  Delaware,  Mrs.  Moynihan 
came  to  NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1996 
at  the  recommendation  of  her  local  physician.  He 
advised  the  family  that  NewYork-Presbyterian 
would  have  the  expertise  and  facilities  to  address 
her  complex  medical  condition.  When  the 
aneurysms  were  first  discovered,  they  were  very 
small,"  recalls  her  daughter  Cathy.  But  three 
months  later,  the  first  one  went;  the  second  and 
third  followed  shortly  thereafter.  We  went  from 
crisis  to  recovery  and  back  to  crisis.  " 

Over  a 10-month  period,  Mrs.  Moynihan 
traveled  to  the  Hospital’s  Columbia  Presbyterian 
Medical  Center  three  times — first  to  have  surgery 
to  remove  a thoracic  aneurysm,  followed  by  pro- 
cedures to  repair  an  abdominal  aneurysm,  and 
subsequently,  to  repair  an  aneurysm  in  her  head. 
In  January  2000,  she  returned  to  the  Hospital 
when  severe  coronary  artery  disease  necessitated  a 
triple  bypass.  This  surgery  also  went  well,  and  she 
returned  home  to  Delaware  to  recuperate. 

But  Mrs.  Moynihan’s  medical  odyssey  was 
not  over.  This  past  February,  pain  in  her  back 
and  abdomen  brought  her  back  to  Columbia 
Presbyterian  to  see  Craig  Smith,  M.D.,  her  car- 
diothoracic  surgeon,  and  Harold  Wasserman, 
M.D.,  her  cardiologist.  Following  their  exten- 
sive evaluation,  they  determined  that  Mrs. 
Moynihan  had  developed  another  life-threaten- 
ing aneurysm,  this  time  between  the  sites  of  her 
previous  thoracic  and  abdominal  surgeries.  I 
was  scared,"  says  Mrs.  Moynihan.  "But  as  the 
days  went  by,  I said  to  myself,  I have  a chance, 

I shouldn’t  give  up  now.'  If  you  have  the  will  to 
live,  it  means  everything." 


A loving  and  supportive  family  helped  Philomena  Moynihan  overcome 
multiple  medical  obstacles  during  the  past  several  years.  With  her 
health  problems  now  in  check,  she  relishes  being  surrounded  by  her 
husband,  Jeremiah;  her  children,  Anne,  Cathy,  John  and  Mary,  their 
spouses,  and  her  grandchildren. 


Drs.  Smith  and  Wasserman  consulted  with 
Leonard  Girardi,  M.D.,  a subspecialist  in  tho- 
racic aneurysm  repair  at  the  NewYork  Weill  Cor- 
nell Medical  Center.  It  was  decided  that  the  sur- 
gical intervention  she  now  needed,  which  carried 
substantial  risks  for  her  heart,  kidneys  and  spinal 
cord  because  of  the  location  of  the  aneurysm, 
could  be  best  addressed  by  Dr.  Girardi  and  his 
team  at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  and  on 
February  21,  2001,  she  underwent  the  complex 
surgical  procedure.  Today,  she  is  back  home  in 
Delaware  surrounded  by  her  loving  family  and 
buoyed  by  her  steady  return  to  health. 

Mrs.  Moynihan’s  physicians  say  she’s  fortu- 
nate to  have  survived  each  ordeal.  Her  family  says 
she’s  fortunate  to  have  had  a team  of  physicians, 
surgeons  and  health  professionals  at  NewYork- 
Presbyterian  Hospital  who  provided  the  best  care 
medicine  has  to  offer.

tive responsibilities  with  skill  and  with  kindness. 
Ketki  Desai  and  Sam  Yohannan  provided  physical 
therapy  following  Mrs.  Moynihan’s  most  recent  sur- 
gery at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  helping  her  to  get 
back  on  her  feet  and  restore  her  strength,  while  unit 
clerk  Gilbert  Lewis  provided  a familiar  and  reassur- 
ing presence  to  the  Moynihan  family.  Mr.  Lewis 
and  each  of  the  Hospital’s  unit  clerks  sit  at  the  hub 
of  multiple  activities  for  all  patients,  making  sure 
the  patient  care  units  function  smoothly,  expediting 
patient  testing  and  procedures,  serving  as  a resource 
for  information,  and  responding  to  requests  from 
staff  and  visitors.

Recognizing  Clinical  Excellence 

When  Mrs.  Moynihan’s  local  physician  recom- 
mended that  she  come  to  NewYork-Presbyterian 
for  care,  he  was  echoing  the  sentiments  expressed 
by  doctors  nationwide.  When  250,000  physi- 
cians from  across  the  U.S.  were  asked  to  name 
the  nation’s  leading  medical  specialists  in  the 
recent  annual  survey  of  Americas  Top  Doctors 
conducted  by  Castle  Connolly  Medical  Ltd.,  188 
physicians  from  NewYork-Presbyterian  were 
cited — more  than  from  any  other  hospital  in  the 
country.  The  most  important  criteria  for  physi- 
cian selection  was  excellence  in  patient  care.  This 
singular  achievement  follows  on  the  heels  of  the 
U.S.  News  & World  Report’s  "Best  Hospitals 
2000"  issue,  which  gave  NewYork-Presbyterian 
high  rankings  in  12  specialties — many  more  than 
any  other  hospital  in  the  city. 

Academic  partnerships  with  two  of  the  nation’s 
premier  medical  schools — Columbia  University 
College  of  Physicians  & Surgeons  and  Weill 
Medical  College  of  Cornell  University — serve  to 
ensure  that  the  Hospital’s  medical  expertise  is 
sustained  at  the  highest  level  and  that  it  contin- 
ues to  evolve  with  changes  in  science  and  medi- 
cine. Approximately  26  clinical  faculty  of  these 
medical  schools,  who  are  also  on  staff  of 
NewYork-Presbyterian,  are  members  of  the  pres- 
tigious Institute  of  Medicine  of  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences.  Elected  based  on  their  pro- 
fessional achievements,  these  individuals  lend 
their  talent,  expertise  and  advice  to  the  Institute 
on  national  issues  of  health  and  science  policy. 
And,  in  the  development  of  future  leaders  in

complex  cardiothoracic  cases,  our  staff — the  nurses, 
anesthesiologists,  ICU  team — are  extremely  proficient 
and  can  achieve  extraordinary  results." 


medicine,  many  of  the  most  promising  graduates 
of  the  top  medical  schools  in  the  nation  are  mak- 
ing NewYork-Presbyterian  their  number-one 
choice  for  residency  training. 

In  2000,  the  Hospital  continued  to  enhance 
its  medical  excellence  through  the  recruitment  of 
452  new  physicians  and  the  appointment  of  sev- 
eral key  clinical  leaders.  Joining  NewYork-Presby- 
terian were  Philip  E.  Stieg,  Ph.D.,  M.D.,  as 
Chairman  of  Neurological  Surgery  and  Neuro- 
logical Surgeon-in-Chief  at  NewYork  Weill 
Cornell;  Dennis  L.  Fowler,  M.D.,  as  Director  of 
the  Hospital’s  new  Minimal  Access  Surgery  Cen- 
ter; Charles  Stolar,  M.D.,  as  Chief  of  Pediatric 
Surgery  for  the  Children’s  Hospital  of  New  York; 
Ralph  S.  Mosca,  M.D.,  and  John  Lamberti, 
M.D.,  who  direct  pediatric  cardiac  surgery  at  the 
Children’s  Hospital  of  New  York  at  Columbia 
Presbyterian  and  NewYork  Weill  Cornell,  respec- 
tively; and  Frank  A.  Chervenak,  M.D.,  who  has 
been  appointed  Chairman  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  and  Obstetrician  and  Gynecologist- 
in-Chief  at  NewYork  Weill  Cornell. 

Enhancing  the  Patient  Care  Environment 

As  part  of  NewYork-Presbyterian’s  ongoing  effort 
to  improve  services  to  patients  and  maintain  a 
modern  health-care  environment,  several 
important  renovation  and  construction  projects 
took  place  or  were  initiated  in  the  year  2000. 
Among  the  enhancements  accomplished  at 
NewYork  Weill  Cornell  were  a new  IVF  facility, 
renovations  in  ambulatory  oncology,  GI 
endoscopy  and  ambulatory  surgery,  and 


expansion  of  clinical  laboratories.  Construction 
also  began  on  the  new  Iris  Cantor  Women’s 
Health  Center.  At  Columbia  Presbyterian,  a 
groundbreaking  ceremony  was  held  for  the  new 
building  of  the  Morgan  Stanley  Children’s  Hospi- 
tal of  New  York  and  several  new  patient  care  units 
were  opened,  including  a new  recovery  room, 
stepdown  units  for  neurosurgery  and  cardiotho- 
racic  surgery  patients,  as  well  as  a 32-bed  inpa- 
tient unit.  A short-stay  unit  and  a chest-pain  unit 
in  the  emergency  room  at  Columbia  Presbyterian 
were  also  created,  and  the  opening  of  the  Herbert 
Irving  Child  and  Adolescent  Oncology  Center — 
marked  with  a special  visit  by  Senator  Hillary 
Rodham  Clinton — was  just  celebrated. 

The  Westchester  Division  is  also  renovating 
various  facilities,  including  Bruce  House,  which  will 
accommodate  a new  program  for  young  adults  who 
suffer  from  both  eating  disorders  and  personality 
disorders.  The  Division  is  also  adding  amenities  to  a 
unit  that  will  house  a new  impaired  professionals 
program.  Progress  is  being  made  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Westchester  Division’s  medical  village, 
including  the  reallocation  of  space  to  house  special 
NewYork-Presbyterian  programs,  including  a 
research  pharmacy  lab. 

The  Allen  Pavilion  recently  refurbished  its 
emergency  room  to  enhance  sendees  to  residents  of 
Northern  Manhattan. 

A Unifying  Theme 

The  seamless  care  that  Philomena  Moynihan 
received  from  Dr.  Craig  Smith  of  Columbia  Presby- 
terian and  Dr.  Leonard  Girardi  of  NewYork  Weill 
Cornell  was  made  possible  because  these  two  distin- 
guished physicians  are  affiliated  with  one  hospital. 

In  the  three  years  since  The  New  York  Hospital  and 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital  decided  to  come  togeth- 
er as  one,  NewYork-Presbyterian  has  moved  from 
being  a hospital  undergoing  a merger  to  one  that  is 
progressively  functioning  as  a single  institution. 
With  approximately  13,000  employees,  NewYork- 
Presbyterian  is  the  largest  hospital  employer  in  the 
New  York  City  area  according  to  Crains  New  York 
Business.  The  Hospital  now  has  one  board  chairman

Sam  Yohannan  and  Ketki  Desai  evaluated  and  treated 
Mrs.  Moynihan  with  an  individualized  physical  therapy 
program  to  help  her  regain  her  strength  and  function.

and  an  integrated  board  of  trustees.  There  is  one 
chief  medical  officer  and  a single  medical  board, 
and  a unified  senior  management  team  has  been 
created  across  all  Hospital  sites.  Most  notably,  the 
Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Healthcare 
Organizations  has  accredited  NewYork-Presbyterian 
as  a single  institution.

Every  day,  Maureen  Robinson  cares  for  patients  in  the  Intensive 
Care  Unit  of  Columbia  Presbyterian.  A 1 2-year  veteran  of  the 
Hospital,  she  sees  a wide  variety  of  patients  including  those  who 
have  had  transplants,  other  surgeries  or  whose  medical  condition 
requires  rigorous  monitoring.  "In  the  ICU,  we  expect  the  unexpect- 
ed. When  you  see  a patient  who  is  critically  ill  one  day  and  sit- 
ting up  the  next,  it  is  the  most  rewarding  feeling  in  the  world." 
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Thirty  clinical  residency  programs  have  been 
integrated  across  campuses,  and  a service  line  strate- 
gy has  been  put  in  place  to  concentrate  diverse 
components  of  care  on  specific  disease  entities  or 
patient  populations.  Unified  service  lines  currently 
exist  in  cardiovascular  care,  oncology,  neurosciences, 
transplant,  behavioral  health,  childrens  health,  geri- 
atrics, and  corporate  and  international  health.  These 
represent  70  percent  of  the  Hospital’s  total  revenues 
and,  in  2000,  were  responsible  for  a revenue 
increase  of  6.4  percent  over  1999. 

Many  of  these  service  lines  have  begun  to 
develop  new  initiatives  to  support  their  growth.  For 
example,  in  neurosciences,  a program  in  neuro- 
interventional  radiology  has  been  established,  a new 
stroke  center  has  opened  and  an  epilepsy  monitor- 
ing unit  was  created.  In  oncology,  a second  bone- 
marrow-transplant  unit  has  opened  and  the  Hospi- 
tal is  pioneering  a CT-guided  lung  cancer  screening 
program.  In  Behavioral  Health,  the  Westchester 
Division  is  expanding  its  ambulator)'  ECT  program 
and  developing  an  adolescent  vocational  assessment 
and  rehabilitation  program. 

Getting  the  Word  Out 

With  the  merger  solidified  and  an  "identity” 
program  for  NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital 
adopted,  the  Hospital  embarked  upon  an  excit- 
ing and  highly  visible  advertising  campaign  to 
let  the  country  know  what  the  coming  together 
of  two  of  the  world’s  greatest  medical  institu- 
tions means  for  medicine.  Over  5,000  advertise- 
ments were  placed  in  major  outlets,  including 
The  New  York  Times  and  WCBS,  WINS  and 
WQXR  radio  stations.  In  addition,  unparalleled 
media  attention  has  helped  solidify  NewYork- 
Presbyterian’s  identity  and  reinforce  its  message. 
In  fact,  there  were  nearly  16,000  media  refer- 
ences to  NewYork-Presbyterian  and  its  specific 
sites  in  approximately  11,000  publications  dur- 
ing the  year  2000.  Compared  to  other  hospitals 
nationally,  NewYork-Presbyterian  appeared  in 
The  New  York  Times  more  than  any  other  insti- 
tution and  had  nearly  twice  as  many  references 
in  major  newspapers  than  any  other  New  York

It  was  during  his  midnight  shift  in  radiology  that  Alex  Castillo 
first  met  Mrs.  Moynihan.  A CAT  scan  technician,  Mr.  Castillo 
began  at  NewYork-Presbyterian  10  years  ago — his  first  job  out 
of  school.  "I  meet  patients  with  all  degrees  of  illness.  If  you  can 
make  them  feel  a little  more  comfortable,  a little  less  frightened, 
that  goes  a long  way  in  helping  them  cope  with  their  experi- 
ence. Working  here,  you  really  learn  to  appreciate  life  more." 


City  hospital.  The  Hospital  also  led  its  counter- 
parts in  television  and  radio  spots. 

For  example,  television  and  newspaper  outlets 
picked  up  the  Hospital’s  successful  fight  to  pro- 
vide Rosa  Diaz  with  a donor  kidney  from  her 
adoptive  sister  in  Santo  Domingo.  When  fire- 
fighter Mike  Foley  emerged  after  40  days  from 
the  Hearst  Burn  Center,  countless  television  cam- 
eras transmitted  the  moment.  Millions  viewed 
some  18  doctors,  nurses  and  members  of 
NewYork-Presbyterian’s  cardiac  care  team  as  they 
stood  on  the  stage  of  the  Ed  Sullivan  Theater  to 
accept  the  heartfelt  gratitude  of  David  Letterman 
for  saving  his  life.  Worldwide  coverage  on  the  use 
of  CT  scans  to  detect  lung  cancer  early  enough  so 
that  it  can  be  cured  generated  1 ,000  calls  from 
the  public,  while  new  transplant  initiatives  with 
respect  to  the  heart,  liver  and  pancreas  also  made 
headlines.  It’s  not  the  media  coverage  that  makes 
NewYork-Presbyterian  successful;  it’s  the  Hospi- 
tal’s successes  that  make  it  worthy  of  coverage. 
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Strengthening  the  System 

NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital  seeks  to  be  a life- 
long health  care  provider  that  delivers  the  full 
continuum  of  primary,  acute,  subacute,  rehabilita- 
tive and  long-term  care  across  inpatient  and  out- 
patient settings.  This  goal  is  supported  by  the 
Hospital’s  commitment  to  further  the  develop- 
ment of  the  NewYork-Presbyterian  Healthcare 
System,  which  now  comprises  48  healthcare  facili- 
ties across  three  states  and  four  boroughs  of  New 
York  City.  System  members  benefit  not  only  from 
their  association  with  the  strongest  and  largest 
merged  academic  medical  center  in  the  nation, 
but  from  the  resources  of  the  region’s  two  most 
highly  regarded  medical  schools.  As  the  result  of 
relationships  forged  through  the  System  and  inte- 
grated clinical  activities,  an  increasing  number  of 
patients  from  System  members  are  receiving  spe- 
cialized care  at  NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospital.  In 
a similiar  fashion,  NewYork-Presbyterian  physi- 
cians are  working  directly  with  the  medical  leader- 
ship at  the  System’s  hospitals  to  enhance  patient 
care.  To  encourage  a single  quality  standard  across 
the  System,  the  Hospital  has  strengthened  its 
oversight  mechanism  and  embraced  a strategy  that 
promotes  clinical  growth,  opportunities  for  aca- 
demic collaboration  and  financial  security,  while 
encouraging  local  autonomy  and  responsibility. 


Vision  for  the  Future

improved  technology.  Mrs.  Moynihan — with  her 
extraordinary  surgeries  for  multiple  aneurysms  and 
coronary  artery  disease — is  a case  in  point.  Progress 
in  medicine  is  moving  at  an  incredible  pace,  but  it 
also  comes  with  increasingly  higher  costs.  While  dis- 
eases that  were  once  untreatable  can  now  be  cured, 
a substantial  concern  lies  in  making  sure  that  these 
advances  can  be  made  available  to  the  people  who 
need  them  most.  That  takes  financial  resources. 

NewYork-Presbyterian  Hospitals  operating 
budget  approximates  $1.8  billion  a year — the  largest 
of  any  hospital  in  the  New  York  area  according  to 
Crains  New  York  Business.  While  the  Hospital  has 
been  able  to  meet  its  fiscal  objectives  with  a nearly 
balanced  budget,  each  year  the  costs  of  providing 
health  care  increase  and  external  pressures  become 
more  formidable.  It  is  important  to  note  that  at  a 
time  when  academic  medical  centers  were  expected 
to  shrink,  patients  in  growing  numbers  are  coming 
to  NewYork-Presbyterian  for  care.  For  example,  the 
number  of  discharges  between  1 999  and  2000 
increased  by  over  1,300,  and  there  were  46,000 
more  clinic  visits.  The  number  of  cardiothoracic  sur- 
gery cases  increased  by  three  percent  to  1,653,  and 
invasive  cardiology  volume  grew  by  1 ,600  cases. 
Ambulatory  procedures  were  up  six  percent  and 
endoscopy  GI  procedures  grew  by  14  percent.  There 
also  were  an  additional  2,000  ambulance  calls  and 
2,800  more  emergency  visits. 

The  Hospital  has  instituted  a number  of  initia- 
tives to  help  secure  a strong  financial  position  so 
that  it  can  best  serve  an  increasing  patient  popula- 
tion. To  this  end,  revenue  related  to  clinical  activi- 
ties is  being  enhanced  in  a number  of  ways.  These 
include  improving  billing  and  collection  practices, 
negotiating  with  managed  care  companies  for  better 
rates,  increasing  outreach  to  international  markets, 
and  advocating  for  further  relief  from  the  Federal 
government  related  to  cuts  instituted  by  the  1997 
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Balanced  Budget  Act. 

In  addition,  opportuni- 
ties to  increase  non-clinical 
revenue  have  been  expanded 
by  procuring  government 
grants,  which  help  support 
non-clinical  programs  such 
as  information  technology, 

prudent  investing  of  the  Hospital’s  financial  port- 
folio, and  increasing  income  from  real  estate  and 
contract  revenue  from  clinical  trials,  to  name  a 
few.  At  the  same  time,  savings  have  been  realized 
through  several  management  initiatives.  These 
include  staff  restructuring  and  improvements  in 
clinical  efficiency  and  operations,  with  a priority 
focus  on  reducing  length  of  stay  without  compro- 
mising quality  of  care. 

NewYork-Presbyterian  has  had  an  extraordi- 
nary year  in  philanthropy,  with  over  $112  million 
raised.  The  generosity  of  friends — individuals, 
foundations  and  corporations — helps  to  strength- 
en the  Hospital’s  financial  position  and  makes 
possible  the  preservation  and  development  of  pro- 
grams and  services  that  will  help  meet  the  needs 
of  patients  in  the  best  way  possible. 

The  long-term  vision  of  NewYork-Presbyterian 
is  to  be  at  the  very  top  of  the  nation’s  best  academ- 
ic medical  centers.  The  Hospital  is  on  its  way  to 
realizing  this  goal  by  developing  its  clinical  excel- 
lence, recruiting  and  maintaining  the  finest  health

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Fundraising  achievements  of 2000 
were  no  less  than  extraordinary! 
Individuals,  corporations  and  founda- 
tions focused  their  generosity  on  NewYork  - 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  an  unprecedented 
show  of  support.

Programs  in  neurological  surgery,  gas- 
troenterology and  geriatrics  at  NewYork 
Weill  Cornell  received  a major  boost  from 
gifts  totaling  $7.45  million  from  The  5tarr 
Foundation,  a long-time  supporter  of  the 
Hospital.

Heart  Fund  at  die  Morgan  Stanley 
Children’s  Hospital  of  New  York.  In 
April,  members  of  the  Pediatric  Cancer 
Foundation  gathered  at  Columbia 
Presbyterian  for  the  unveiling  of  a plaque 
honoring  dieir  generous  $500,000  dona- 
tion to  the  inpatient  pediatric  oncology 


unit.  That  same  month,  the  Dior  Fashion 
House  w as  the  site  of  a fundraiser  hosted  by 
the  Lying-In  Hospital  Executive 
Committee,  raising  important  support  for 
the  Department  of  Obstetrics  and 
Gynecology  at  New  York  Weill  Cornell.

A wine,  food  and  art  auction  at 
Sotheby’s  raised  $470,000  for  the 
Women  At  Risk  breast  cancer  program  at 
Columbia  Presbyterian.  November  saw 
the  momentous  groundbreaking  ceremo- 
ny for  the  new  Morgan  Stanley 
Children's  Hospital  of  New  York  build- 
ing and  the  unveiling  of  the  plaque  for 
the  Morgan  Stanley  Dean  Witter 
Pediatric  Intensive  Care  Unit.  Also  in 
November,  NewYork  Weill  Cornell  host- 
ed its  annual  Light  Up  A Life  benefit, 
which  supports  programs  of  its 
Department  of  Pediatrics. 

The  Center  for  Special  Studies — the 
.AIDS  care  center  of  NewYork  Weill 
Cornell — was  the  focus  of  a series  of 
notable  events.  The  Center’s  Chelsea  site 
was  named  the  "David  E.  Rogers  Unit"  in 
honor  of  the  late  Dr.  Rogers’  pioneering 
efforts  in  the  fight  against 
.AIDS.  Dr.  Rogers  w7as  a 


distinguished  clinician  and  faculty  member 
of  the  NewYork-Cornell  community.  The 
hospital-based  site  w as  named  in  memory  of 
Glenn  Bernbaum,  co-founder  of  Fete  de 
Famille — the  Center’s  annual  fundraiser. 

The  estate  of  Mr.  Bernbaum  provided  a 
bequest  of  over  $4  million  to  the  Center  for 
Special  Studies.  In  October  2000,  the  Fete 
benefit  committee  hosted  300  guests  at  a 
reception  and  Broadway  theater  perform- 
ance, raising  over  $200,000  for  die  Center. 

And,  in  recognition  of  the  Hospital’s 
capital  campaign,  w hich  ended  in 
December  1999,  a new7  donor  wall  for 
principal  benefactors  to  the  Major 
Modernization  Program  was  unveiled  in 
the  main  lobby  of  this  striking  inpatient 
care  facility.
